The facts are most en-
couraging. The total Indebtedness of the
State reaches $35,017,484, of which 81,867,050
have been paid during the past year.

$6,520,0608, ot which 607,674 was repaid by
the general Government, in return lor
money advanced by theState during the war

The arguments to be deduced from this
sneouraging exhibit of our financial condi-
